You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in said Milford, 
on Tuesday, the thirteenth day of March next, at nine of the clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects : | 

1st. To choose a moderator, to preside in said meeting. 

2d. To choose a town clerk. 

3d. To choose three selectmen. 

Ath. ‘To choose all other necessary officers. 

5th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year, and make appropriation of the same. 

6th. To vote how much money the town will raise and appropriate 
for the support of schools, in addition to the amount required to be 
raised by law. 

7th. To see what sum of money the town will raise and appropriate 
for the free library. 

8th. To see what sum of money the town will raise and appropriate 
for Memorial day. 

9th. To see if the town will vote to employ a night watchman, and 
raise and appropriate money for the same. 

10th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for’the fire department. 

11th. To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for the lighting of streets. 

12th. To hear a statement of town accounts and reports of all town 
officers, auditors, agents, and committees heretofore chosen, and act 
thereon. . 

13th. To see if the town will vote to sell so much of the N. E. corner 
of number 3 cemetery as is not needed for cemetery purposes.

14th. To see if the town will vote to build a school-house on the Elm 
street lot, and raise and appropriate money therefor. 

15th. To see if the town will vote to issue bonds to build said school- 
house, and provide a sinking fund for the payment thereof. 

16th. To see if the town will vote to issue bonds to fund its indebted- 
ness, and provide a sinking fund for the payment thereof. 

17th. To see if the town will vote to establish a police court, and pro- 
vide for the salary of the justice thereof. 

18th. To see what action the town will take in regard to procuring 
a steam gong to be placed at the pumping station or some suitable 
place where steam can be had at all times. : 

19th. To see what action the town will take in giving the use of the 
town and banquet halls free to the firemen one night during the year. 

20th. ‘To see if the town will vote to abandon the highway leading 
from the Edmund Green place to the J oe Re Osgood place in District 
No. 4. 

21st. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to 
complete its set of New Hampshire reports.

REPORT OF SELECTMEN. 





To the Inhabitants of the Town of Milford: 


In submitting our report of receipts and expenditures in the 
several departments, we desire to make some suggestions and 
recommendations, hoping that they will meet with your approval. 


HIGHWAYS. 


At the commencement of the year, on account of the severe 
snow storm and accompanying high winds, the roads were 
very seriously blocked, causing unusual expense in making them 
fairly passable. 

Since April Ist the new highway law has been in operation. 
You are referred to the report of H. J. Wilson, highway agent, 
for statement of expenditures for highways, bridges, and side- . 
walks. We think there has been gained some improvement 
over the old method, but it may require time and experience to 
fully reap the benefit intended by its enactment. 

In accordance with the vote of the town we have purchased a 
road roller, which, if faithfully used under proper conditions, 
will greatly help in making more compact roadbeds. 

The sidewalks on the Stone bridge, which had been for some 
time in an unsafe condition, have been removed and replaced 
with steel girders and a neat and substantial steel railing, the 
walks being concreted; the whole, with the pipe railings at 
either approach, making a substantial and durable structure. 
The metal work was done by the Berlin Iron Bridge Co. at an 
expense of $875. The subject of road making and method of 
repairing deserves and requires serious and intelligent study, to 
the end that the adoption of the best may be attained. 
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The new law reqtires all towns in the state to assess a tax of 
at least one quarter of one per cent. upon the valuation each 
year. We know of no extraordinary repairs on bridges to be 
made the coming year, and think that the amount required to be 
raised by law may be sufficient for roads and bridges, although 
this is a subject that may well receive your most careful 
attention. 


SEWERS. 


We have the past year constructed sewers from a point opposite 
the head of Maple street, through the west side of Union square 
to Elm street, and up Elm street to the entrance of Endicott 
park, at. a cost within the appropriation,—twenty-five hundred 
dollars. 

The subject of sewers in a growing community like ours 
should, and we trust will, receive our serious and judicious con- 
sideration. There would seem, perhaps, to be a pressing need 
this year to economize by making no appropriation for the 
extension of our sewer system. The question arises, Is it 
economy to jeopardize the health of the village by refusing to 
appropriate a small sum each year for the extension of the 
system ? 

We earnestly express the hope that you will see your duty 
clear to continue the policy of the past. We have many re- 
quests for sewers from all parts of the village. We desire to 
call your attention to the reports and recommendations of the 
board of health on this subject. 


TOWN HOUSE REPAIRS. 


There has been a long needed improvement made in the cells 
for the security of prisoners. The old wooden cells and wooden 
floors and partitions which had become badly decayed, and were 
a menace to the health of the occupants of the building, to say 
nothing of the danger of fire, have been removed, the floors 
concreted and the brick and stone walls whitewashed, and four 
iron cells of approved construction placed in the room, and, with 
the drainage that was provided, makes healthful, secure, and 
commodious quarters for all that fall within the clutches of the 
law. Wesee no necessity for a large appropriation for the 
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property the coming year. The warrant for*the coming annual 
meeting contains an article, inserted by request of several tax 
payers, to see if the town will increase the rental to out of town 
parties of the hall, they feeling that with the increased expense 
of lighting by electricity the price should not be below that 
required in other places for halls of equal size. 

By vote of the town we have purchased a Haines Bros. piano 
which, after having been tested the past year, has given good 
satisfaction. 


THE COMMON. 


During the past summer the Milford Improvement Society, an 
organization that has done much the past eight years to improve 
the looks and add to the means of getting about town, by build- 
ing sidewalks and setting of trees, have erected around the 
common a substantial curb of Milford granite at an expense of 
one thousand and nineteen dollars. For this enduring piece of 
work we feel they should have this public expression of ap- 
preciation. The grading of the same and the streets only was 
at the expense of the town. 


FIRE ALARM. 


By vote of the last town meeting we, with the board of fire- 
wards, considered the matter of giving alarms of fires and after 
thoroughly testing what apparatus we then had, and considering 
what other progressive towns had in this line, we contracted 
with Mr. Geo. M. Stearns, of Boston, to put in an electric 
system that could be operated from several points in our large 
inhabited area. We found that there was no place available 
where steam was kept up at all times to blow a whistle, and it 
being impossible to put a striker on the bell in the tower of the 
town house, we obtained permission of the Baptist society to use 
their bell, the largest in town. Many towns use but one bell 
for this purpose, but it is obvious to all that two bells striking 
at the same instant, or a bell and whistle in operation at the 
same time, would be less likely to be misunderstood. Whether 
we need to extend our system at the present time remains with 
the voters to say. 
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LAW SUITS. 


The two suits pending against the town at the commencement 
of the year have been adjusted and settled. For details of cost 
you are referred to statement of expenditures on another page. 


FLOATING DEBT. 


The town has reduced its floating debt this year $5,000, 
leaving a balance of substantially $19,000. We have inserted 
articles in the warrant for the coming town meeting, which we 
hope will receive your earnest attention, to the end that you may 
provide for the issue of bonds, or determine on some method for 
the payment of the above debt. 


CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION.

The town having completed its first hundred years of corpor- 
ate life and having at its last annual meeting provided for the 
proper celebration of the event, and the committee then chosen 
having selected Wednesday, June 20th, 1894, as the date of the 
celebration, it is to be hoped that all citizens of the town will 
heartily codperate with the various committees, and make the 
event one of credit to the town and pleasure to all. 

In conclusion we desire to congratulate the citizens on their 
liberality and earnest desire to promote the public good and to 
perpetuate the high standing that the town and its people have 
always held throughout the state.

The board of firewards submit the following report of the con- 
dition of the fire department for the year ending February 28, 
1894. ‘The department consists of Eagle hose company, 12 
men; Souhegan hose company, 12 men; and Alert hook and 
ladder company, 16 men. 


Apparatus. 


Eagle hose wagon, Souhegan hose wagon, Alert hook and 
ladder truck, Neptune fire engine and hose carriage, Souhegan 
fire engine and hose carriage, all fully equipped. No. 1 fire 
engine is unfit for use. We would advise selling Souhegan fire 
engine and hose carriage, also the boiler and steam pipe used 
in the old engine house. 

Hose and material on hand: 1,600 feet 2-inch hose in good 
condition ; 2,500 feet 24-inch hose in good condition; 100 feet 
1-inch hose in good condition. ‘There are 28 rubber coats. 

The fire alarm system is in good condition, but the bell is in- 
sufficient to be heard in all parts of town, and the board of 
firewards would recommend the purchase of a steam gong, to 
be attached to our electric system and placed at the pumping 
station or some other suitable place where steam can be had at 
all times. We recommend the appropriation of $900 for the 
fire department. ‘This will cover the actual expenses for the 
year.

Water. 


The rapid increase in the demand for water obliged the commission- 
ers to provide an additional source of supply. This we have ac- 
complished by the construction of a new well on land owned by the 
town about fifty feet from the pumping station, on the opposite side 
from the first well. 

The new well is 44 feet in diameter and 28 feet in depth. The 
average depth of water is 19 feet, and with the water at this depth the 
well will hold 216,156 gallons. The quality of the water is excellent, 
and the analysis shows it to be even purer than that produced by the 
first well. The supply of water in the first well is not, apparently, 
affected in the least by the second. We thus have two splendid wells 
of water, which for quality are second to none in the country, and 
which will abundantly meet the ever-increasing demand for pure water 
for our town until it is many times its present size.

The 2-inch pipe was laid in streets which were already protected by 
the hydrant service, and will amply supply all the water needed for 
private services. 

Repairs and Improvements. 


The amount of money expended on this account during the past 
year is unusually large, and should have some explanation. The 
damage done by frost last winter obliged us to take up and relay 285 
feet of main pipe on Elm St., and to change the location of one 
hydrant on Mt. Vernon St. We were also obliged to take up and 
relay several private services. ‘The other repairs were such as would 
ordinarily occur.

The large increase in the amount of water consumed during the past 
year, indicates very strongly that a large amount of water is wasted by 
the water-takers, as comparatively little water is used through the 
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hydrant service in putting out fires. The waste of water has always 
been a very hard problem for every water-board to grapple with, as they 
cannot exercise personal supervision over every service, and are neces- 
sarily obliged to leave it to the honor of the water-taker, whether the 
water is used legitimately or not. We can only urge upon citizen 
water-takers the necessity of care and honorable discretion in the use 
of the water, and always to bear in mind the fact that every gal- 
lon of water pumped into our stand-pipe and delivered through the 
main, costs something in actual cash. It is of the utmost importance 
that there be economy in the use of the water, if the citizens desire to 
place the works on a successful financial basis.

General Remarks. 


The past year has been an uncommon one for the water-works, owing 
to the fact that a large amount of new construction has been done. 

The building of the new well was an absolute necessity, in order to 
supply the ever-increasing demand for the water, and we can congrat- 
ulate ourselves and the town that the work is a success in every way: 
We now have a supply which will be sufficient for many years. 

The main pipe line has been extended about four fifths of a mile, 
on an income basis of over six per cent. 

Our financial report shows that we have received $10,303.75 from the 
second issue of water-bonds. Of this amount we paid back into the 
town treasury $5,253.59 for money advanced in 1891 and 1892, and with 
the balance of the bond issue and our regular income from water-rates 
and hydrant service we have paid our running expenses, built the well 
and nearly a mile of main, and paid the sinking fund. We did not 
pay the interest on the bonds, but we are very sure that unless some- 
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thing unforeseen happens we shall be able to pay all fixed charges this 
year.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 





In the publication of our report, the board would submit that a ser- 
vice is rendered thereby, which perhaps—at the risk of much repetition 
from year to year—yields higher return than casual consideration might 
acknowledge, in turning the minds of a majority of our citizens, for a 
brief time at least, upon the real spirit and purpose of such a work. 

The prevention of disease is the highest achievement of which sani- 
tary science is capable. However great may be the triumphs which 
are due to skilful manipulation of means at hand for the relief of vic- 
tims of the ills which befall us, they are small and mean compared with 
victories gained in thwarting and defeating the forces of the enemy 
before a victim can be counted. 

Our town has for several years been remarkably free from prevent- 
able diseases, and we may perhaps be pardoned in attributing this de- 
sirable condition in part to persistent efforts at sanitary reform. We 
have now, than in former years, better water in our public and private 
buildings, more efficient means of disposing of waste and decaying mat- 
ter, and on the part of the owners thereof, a more thorough and pains- 
taking supervision of such properties as through neglect or indiffer- 
ence might become detrimental to comfort and health. But we cannot 
stop here; at no point of time in a work of this kind can a halt be 
called with safety; we must continue steadily the work now fairly be- 
gun; and we ask now, as in the past, the intelligent codperation of all 
in the successful promotion of measures calculated to improve public 
health. In this connection we would call especial attention again, as 
in former years, to the question of the construction of another section 


of the 
SEWER SYSTEM. 


We regard the construction of an additional section of sewer during 
the coming year of the highest importance —at present the greatest 
need of an addition appears to be upon Pleasant street — a deplorable 
condition of affairs exists here, on account of the impossibility of dis- 
posing of the sewage from the buildings in the locality known as 
‘* Burns court.’’ This filth has rendered nearly all the wells on that 
street unfit for use —has developed the only cases of typhoid fever that 
have originated in this town for years, and is an unfailing source of 
complaint from the dwellers thereon — on account of the noxious and 
dangerous material constantly accumulating, and for the disposal of 
which we have now no adequate means. 

We believe the inhabitants of Pleasant street have just cause for 
complaint, and that their petitions for better water and sewers are wor- 
thy of immediate and serious consideration. 
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CONTAGIOUS AND INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


In a communication from the office of the state board of health, in 
regard to the laws, rules, and regulations for the restriction and pre- 
vention of epidemic diseases —an order has been received to add to 
the list of diseases which have hitherto been subject to quarantine — 
(viz.: diphtheria, scarlet-fever, typhoid fever, and cholera) two others: 
membranous croup and measles. 

Concerning the latter, the following letter from the office of the 
board under date of July 13th, 1893, is of interest: 


OFFICE OF .THE STATE BOARD OF HEALTH, 


CoNncorD, July 28, 1893. 
To Local Boards of Health : — 


We have deemed it best to place upon a placard for measles the reg- 
ulations which will henceforth be required by the state. 

Local boards of health are instructed to enforce this regulation, and 
are empowered to exact any additional precautions that the conditions 
and exigencies may seem to require. 

This action with respect to measles is taken because the disease is 
the cause of many needless deaths. During the past seven years it has. 
destroyed more lives in New Hampshire than scarlet-fever, over two 
hundred deaths having occurred from it during that period. 

It is true that, on account of the disease being communicable in its: 
early stages, measles is not so readily restricted as some other diseases, 
but by prompt isolation in all cases many children might be saved that. 
otherwise will certainly fall victims to this too generally ignored dis- 
ease.

WATER-SUPPLY. 


Last summer the board of commissioners of the water-works, assisted. 
by Superintendent Robertson, designed and constructed a new reservoir’ 
or well at the pumping station —as the source of the water with which 
this well is supplied is largely separate from and independent of that: 
from which the system was formerly supplied. It was thought desir- 
able that a sample be subjected to analysis by a competent chemist. 
This has accordingly been done, and a thorough examination of the 
water was made. The result was in every particular satisfactory. To 
quote the exact words of Professor Angell, ‘‘ This is excellent water, 
every feature of the analysis is favorable.”’ 

In conclusion, the board would again call attention to the necessity 
of a more strict observance of the rules regarding nuisances. The one 
forbidding the careless keeping of swine is especially recommended as 
worthy of consideration. Such offences to health and decency are in- 
tolerable, and cannot be permitted.

In presenting to the town another annual report of the condition of 
the Free Library, the trustees congratulate themselves and the town 
upon its prosperous condition and the increased interest that is shown 
by a larger attendance in the reading room and a much larger circula- 
tion of books for home reading than has ever before been recorded 
during the twenty-five years of the library’s existence. 

Last year the number of volumes taken from the library was 10,037. 
For the year ending Jan. 31, 1894, the records show a circulation of 
14,121, an increase of 40 per cent. The number of persons using 
library cards is about 950, thus showing that on an average each patron 
of the library reads 15 library books during the year. 

Both library and reading room have been open every week day 
and evening during the entire year, instead of three days each week 
as formerly, which we think has merited and received the commenda- 
tion of the citizens. 

No catalogue of the books in the library has been issued since the 
year 1881. A complete catalogue of the 5,000 volumes in the library 
is now in the hands of the printer, and will be ready for public use at 
an early day.

The library has now two funds at its disposal, the income from 
which can be used for the purchase of books and for that purpose only: 

The Ezra M. Gay fund, five thousand dollars. —

REPORT OF BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The Board of Education presents to the citizens of Milford, this 
report of the condition of the public schools, for the year ending Feb_ 
ruary 28, 1894. 

The attendance at the schools has been exceptionally good the past 
year. The lower grades have been crowded beyond their utmost capa- 
city, and the unsatisfactory arrangement of half-day attendance in the 
First primary has continued. One hundred and twenty-six scholars 
have been enrolled in that school the past year. At the present time 
there are enrolled in the primaries, one hundred and ninety-four, and 
this term is the lowest in attendance. In the fall term there were two 
hundred and fourteen. The difference of twenty was in the lowest 
grade; but even at this time six schools, of thirty-two scholars each, 
could be formed of those now in three schools. 

Should the new school-building be ready for occupancy in the fall, 
and the buildings now in use be devoted entirely to the primary 
grades, excellent accommodations could be provided for them. 

Eight rooms could be fitted up with ample seating capacity for forty 
pupils each, though at present there will be needed but six, as two hun- 
dred and twenty-five is the largest. number at any one time in those 
schools the past year. 

The ungraded schools have enrolled about the same number as for 
the last two or three years. 

Federal Hill school is small at present, two families having moved 
out of town, diminishing the number of pupils by six. At Pine Val- 
ley the number enrolled has been smaller, but the per cent. of attend- 
ance has been greater. 

In the matter of salaries, we are still behind the times. We are pay- 
ing less in almost every case than is paid elsewhere for the same service. 
Our pay roll for instruction must be larger the coming year than it has 
been the past, to provide for some increases that must be made. We 
are getting good service, and we must pay for it. 

In repairs, the most expensive item has been the repairing and relay- 
ing of the foundation wall of the Abbott school-house ; and rebuilding 
the shed and laying new cellar stairs at Federal Hill. Slight repairs 
have been made on other buildings. 
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A very valuable gift to the High school has been tendered by Mr. 
and Mrs. F. J. Allen. A lthological collection of minerals of the state 
of New Hampshire, with printed catalogue, about two hundred and 
forty specimens; a large number of other specimens of minerals from 
various sections, and a small collection of sea-shells. There is not 
room, in the present quarters, for a cabinet to contain these specimens, 
but they will be arranged in some way, that they -may be of use the 
coming spring term to the students in geology; and as many of them 
are very beautiful, we trust that there may be some arrangement that 
will give any one who may desire, the opportunity to look them over. 
There is also another collection of minerals and relics awaiting a suit- 
able place, and when we have secured such a place, we understand they 
will be presented by one of our citizens. 

Particulars regarding attendance, etc., may be found in the statistical ~ 
table. The whole number enrolled in town the past year has been 568; 
of these, 456 are in the graded, and 112 in the ungraded, schools.
